Auctioneer and Auction:

This policy applies only to widespread outages and not to isolated problems that occur in 
various parts of the country from time to time. Auctioneer periodically schedules system downtime 
for maintenance and other purposes, which may be covered by the Outage Policy.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 

Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling 
hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and 
the name of the corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve’s primary responsibilities now include management 
of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations 
with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily 
ieee with industry leaders on all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby developments are 
respected throughout the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate past president), 
is the current Chairman of The Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve’s keen 
appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical 
Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, 
and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is 
currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 





James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all 
other numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 
1966 to 1970. At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly 
photographic memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, 
but after attending three semesters, he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim 
personally supervised the protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New 
England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim merged with his friend and former 
archrival Steve Ivy, whom Jim had long admired. ‘Their partnership has become the world’s largest and most successful numismatic company, as well 
as the third-largest auctioneer in America. Jim remains arguably the best “eye” in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the 
PCGS World Series of Grading). In the mid-1980s, he authored “How to Grade U.S. Coins” (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), 
a highly-acclaimed text upon which the NGC and PCGS grading standards would ultimately be based. Jim is a bit of a Renaissance man, as a well- 
known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist 
(he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fictional novel, “The Truth Machine,” was published 
in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers. Jim’s second novel, “The 
First Immortal,” was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. Jim is married to Gayle 
Ziaks, and they have two sons, David and Michael. In 1996, with funding from Jim and Gayle’s foundation, Gayle founded Dallas’ Dance for the 


Planet, which has grown to become the largest free dance festival in the world. 





Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age 
of ten, he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer’s table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew 
rapidly, and by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and 
Manager of the firm’s rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing 
the firm’s private client group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved 
with many of the rarest items and most important collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed 
Trompeter Collection (the world’s largest numismatic purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records), the legendary 
1894 San Francisco Dime, the 1838 New Orleans Half Dollar, and the 1804 Silver Dollar. During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion 
of rare coins, collectibles and art, and provided expert consultation concerning the authenticity and grade condition of coins for the Professional 
Coin Grading Service (PCGS). He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and 
for the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, 
manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Additionally, Greg 
is a Sage Society member of the American Numismatic Society, and a member/life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other leading numismatic 
organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents’ Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. 
Greg co-authored “The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. Mr. Rohan 
currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second appointed term. He and his wife, Lysa, are 
avid collectors of rare wine, Native American artifacts, and American art. 





Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull’s managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and 
MIS for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software 
migration of all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage’s successful employee- 
suggestion program has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand 
business, and improve employee retention. Paul oversees the company’s highly-regarded IT department, and has been the driving 
force behind Heritage’s web development, now a significant portion of Heritage’s future plans. As the only numismatic auction 
house that combines traditional floor bidding with active Internet bidding, the totally interactive system has catapulted Heritage to 
the top rare coin website (according to Forbes Magazine’s “Best of the Web”). Paul was born in Michigan and came to Heritage in 1984 after 12 years 
as the General Manager of a plastics manufacturing company in Ann Arbor. Since 1987, he has been a general partner in Heritage Capital Properties, 
Sales Manager, Vice President of Operations, and Chief Operating Officer for all Heritage companies and affiliates since 1996. Paul maintains an 
active interest in sports and physical fitness, and he and his wife have three children. 





Todd Imhof - Vice President 

Unlike most professional numismatists, Todd Imhof did not start as a coin collector. Shortly after graduating college in 1987, Todd declined an offer 
from a prestigious Wall Street bank to join a former high school classmate who was operating a small rare coin company in the Seattle area. The 
rare coin industry was then undergoing huge changes after the advent of certified grading and growing computer technologies. Being new to the 
industry, Todd had an easier time than most embracing the new dynamics. He soon discovered a personal passion for rare coins, and for working with 
high-level collectors. Through his accomplishments, Todd enjoys a reputation envied by the entire numismatic community. During his earlier tenure 
with Hertzberg Rare Coins, it was named by Inc. magazine as one of the nation’s fastest growing private companies 1989-1991. In 1991, Todd co- 
founded Pinnacle Rarities, Inc., a boutique-styled firm that specialized in servicing the rare coin industry’s savviest and most prominent collectors. 
At 25, he was among the youngest people ever accepted into the Professional Numismatists Guild, and currently serves on its Consumer Protection 
Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board of Directors for the Industry Council for ‘Tangible Assets, serving as its Chairman 2002-2005. ‘Todd served as 
Pinnacle’s President until his decision to join Heritage in 2006. In the Morse Auction, he became the only person in history to purchase two $1mm+ coins during a single 
auction session! ‘Todd serves Heritage’s Legacy clients, many of whom had previously sought his counsel and found his expertise and integrity to be of great value. Todd 
really understands what collectors are trying to accomplish, and he has an uncanny ability to identify the perfect coins at the right prices while navigating complex and 
difficult deals with unsurpassed professionalism. 





Allen Mincho - Director of Auctions 

Starting as a collector of paper money in 1968, Allen Mincho has become one of the foremost experts in the field of United States currency during 
the past three decades. After graduating from New York University Law School in 1971, Allen formed what is still the definitive collection of 
National Bank Notes from the City of New York, eventually comprising notes from over 130 of the 162 issuing banks within the city’s five boroughs. 
Although serving for eight years as an Assistant District Attorney in the Rackets Bureau of the Kings County DA’s office and as a Special Assistant 
Attorney General for the State of New York, the allure of a career dealing in paper money proved too attractive, and in 1980 he became a full time 
dealer. Specializing in National Bank Notes and large size type material, he has had the opportunity to handle nearly every significant rarity which 
has been offered since that time. After authoring a fixed price list since 1971, Allen became one of the three founders of Currency Auctions of 
America in 1990. ‘This firm, which has now joined the Heritage family, quickly became the largest and most successful currency auction house ever, 
selling over 65,000 lots in its 27 sales. Allen was one of the founding members of the Professional Currency Dealers Association, serving as its first Vice President and 
then as the group’s legal counsel. He is a contributor to many publications, including the standard reference in the field, Friedberg’s Paper Money of the United States, 
and his articles have appeared in the Green Sheet and Paper Money Magazine. He has been a member of the Society of Paper Money Collectors since 1969. He currently 
contributes a column called Notes on the Market, which has run every month in Bank Note Reporter since January of 1998. Allen and his wife Penny were married in 
1969. They are avid travelers and enjoy and collect fine wines. Both have served as officers in the Austin Branch of the International Wine and Food Society, and Allen 
is also actively involved with the Salvation Army in Austin. 





Len Glazer - Director of Auctions 

Len Glazer, co-founder and president of Currency Auctions of America, is widely recognized as one of the country’s foremost authorities on paper 
money. Born and raised in Kew Gardens, NY, Len started collecting coins when he was in the seventh grade. Both his collection and his fondness for 
the hobby grew steadily over the years, and while he was still attending high school, he entered the market as a coin dealer at local trade shows. 

He continued to buy and sell coins throughout his years at St. John’s University. Though he held a double major in Marketing and Management, he 
still managed to establish a reputation for himself in the coin-dealing community at nights and on weekends. But over time, he developed a greater 
interest in the intricacies of paper money, specifically Fractional Currency, a form of paper money produced in denominations of less than a dollar 
in response to the coin shortage created by the Civil War. Before graduating from college, Len had become a recognized dealer of - and authority 
on - Fractional Currency. In 1975, Len founded Fractional Currency Incorporated. On the merits of his accomplishments with this company over 
the following years, he was appointed Founding President of the Professional Currency Dealer’s Association (PCDA), an organization he helped establish in 1985. He 
served two terms, from 1985-1987. In 1990, Len, along with friend and dealer Allen Mincho, started Currency Auctions of America, Inc. They held their first auction 
as CAA in November of that year. That auction sold $700,000 worth of currency. Now, over 30 auctions later, CAA sales average over $3 million. In September of 1997, 
CAA set the world record for the most expensive single piece of currency ever sold.

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12287 Spencer M. Clark’s 
Fractional Currency 
Presentation Book. In May 
of 1866, nearly four years 
after Congress approved the 
production of Fractional 
Currency, thirteen presen- 
tation books containing 
Fractional Specimens were 
produced and presented to 
President Andrew Johnson, 
his cabinet, and several 
congressmen. This group 
included the book offered 
here. It was presented to 
Spencer M. Clark, who 
was Superintendent of the 
National Currency Bureau 
and later the BEP (1862-1868). 
Clark was a bit of an eccentric genius, and is best known for placing his own portrait on the Third Issue Five Cent Fractional Currency 
note. The note was first issued in January of 1865. Whether intended as an actual act of colossal vanity or merely as an insiders’ joke, 
Spencer Clark’s self-serving deed brought the wrath of Congress down on both Clark and the Bureau. The Act of April 7, 1866, which 
prohibited the placing of the portrait of any living person on U.S. currency, was a direct result of Clark’s misuse of his authority. 

In our 2005 Central States Signature Auction, we presented the President Andrew Johnson Presentation Book with the following infor- 
mation about rarity and the notes in the books, “Twelve presentation books have been definitively traced to this date, seven of them 
from the original presentation group, two others with Spencer Clark’s name on the cover and three with either missing or blank covers, 
which may or may not have been part of the presentation group. Our best estimate is that sixteen originally existed: the census group 
of twelve and four others, which may or may not still exist. Of the census group, three are impounded in museums: the ANA, the ANS 
and the Smithsonian...All the known Fractional presentation books contain the same 31 Proof notes. All are distinct Proof printings, 
sharper in both color and quality than normal Specimen notes, and all lack bronzing, overprints and design letters.” Clark’s influence 
was monumental, making his Specimen Presentation Book a treasured part of the history of United States Fractional Currency.

Treasury Rectangle 
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12363 Fr. 1232 5¢ Treasury Rectangle Second Issue PCGS 
Extremely Fine 40. Treasury Rectangles have been an 
important item in Fractional Currency collecting ever 
since they were first noticed by collectors, which was 
shortly after the end of the circulating period. There are 
two different accounts of the origin of these Treasury 
Rectangles. Milt Friedberg has located a document from 
the Third Session of the Fortieth Congress, where in 
testimony a Mr. William Coleman testified that he and a 
Mr. Drummer counted the blank banknote paper before 
it was printed, and stamped it with a little stamp consist- 
ing of a rectangle with “Treas Dpt.,” inscribed on it. This 
rectangle was stamped on the corner of the sheet to 
indicate that it had been counted. A second version relies 
on the research of Martin Gengerke. That version is that 
Congress, having become concerned with counterfeit- 
ing, ordered the Treasury Department to print notes on 
distinctive paper. The Treasury Department circumvented 
Congress’s orders by stamping each sheet “Treas Dpt.,” 
thereby making the regular banknote paper distinctive, 
instead of having to go back to the drawing board and 
print Experimental notes on various forms of paper, a 
process which had already been done, and during which 
Treasury Department officials never found a satisfactory 
substitute for the regular banknote paper. Several differ- 
ent sizes and shapes of Treasury Department rectangles 
are known, and it’s possible, perhaps even likely, that both 
of these accounts are correct. In either case, the rectangle 
was at the very edge of the sheet, and it was intended to 
be trimmed off, accounting for their extreme rarity. 


The Five Cent denomination is the second scarcest on 
which to find these Treasury Department bronze rect- 
angles. On this note it appears on the lower right corner 
of the back, and it is remarkably clear and complete. Only 
the top of the capital “T” in “Treas” and the very top of 
the “D” in “Dpt” are cut by the edge. (2000-up)

Early catalogs erro- 
neously called these “Matrix Reverses,” mistakenly believ- 
ing that they were printed from matrix dyes (transfer 
rolls) rather than plates. Some also felt, as the Chapmans 
did, that the notes were printed from plates that had 
been made from other plates rather than from matrix 
dyes or transfer rolls. The term “Negative Reverses,” or 
“Negative Essays,” came from the appearance of the notes, 
which looks at a glance like a photo negative, that is, the 
dark areas appear light and the light areas appear dark. 
However, this is not consistent throughout the entire 
design, as the denomination, parts of the shield and the 
lettered ribbons are not reversed. This back design was 
simply an unadopted proposal where someone decided 
that certain design elements would look better reversed.

This is one of the most historic and important Obsolete notes as this issuer also struck gold coins in 1860 and 1861. Very 
few of these Clark, Gruber & Co. notes have survived in collector hands, likely because they were payable at par “in Denver 
Coin” while the notes of the Federal government were not payable in gold and were sold at a discount. We are able to doc- 
ument in private hands just two Proofs, with the Ford example selling for $77,625 in 2005, a record price for an Obsolete 
note. We can also document two remainders, this example with serial number 1999 and the Schingoethe example grading 
Extremely Fine with serial number 2007 which sold for over $60,000, also in 2005. Prices such as these for an Obsolete Note 
have earned these notes a comparison to the 1804 Silver Dollar and Grand Watermelon notes and rightfully so. 

The $5 denomination was the only denomination issued by this private bank and mint, and when the first notes were issued they were 
written up in The Rocky Mountain News of August 3, 1861, attesting to the importance of this issuer in the local Denver community. 
This piece has bright, original paper surfaces, vivid inks, sound borders, and a lovely overall appearance. The portrait to the right is that 
of William Gilpin, the first governor of the Colorado Territory. A small spot in the left margin is mentioned solely for the sake of total 
cataloguing accuracy. This is a spectacular western item and a wonderful opportunity for one fortunate collector to add a majestic note 
of true rarity and historical importance to his holdings.

This block is identical to the block that we sold in January 
of 2003 for over $2500. This Uncirculated block of four 
notes has one each of the 25¢, 12¢5mills, 6¢3mills, and 
4¢ notes. It also shows the top 13mm of the 2¢ and 5 mills 
notes below. Newman pictures a full sheet of six, but other 
than that one sheet, we’ve only seen these four higher 
denominations and fragments of the two lower. The 
Hartford @ New Haven Turnpike has become Interstate 
91, and these notes, with their unusual denominations, 
were employed as toll tickets on that road. The vignettes 
on the notes were keyed to the conveyances permitted on 
the Turnpike for varying fees.

Only two examples in the census 
grade Extra Fine or better: one has been off the market for nearly a quarter of a century, and the other is in the ANA museum. In 
May of 1998, we sold a virtually identical piece to this for $36,300. This piece varies from that only in that the margins are con- 
siderably superior, and that makes it the equal of any held in public hands.” Since our last sale of this note, it had been part of the 
J. Whitney Walter Collection and it is now part of the Peter Gamble Collection. The pedigree is noted on the PCGS holder.

Only one superior graded example has crossed the auction block—a PMG 66, which sold in June 2006 for 
well over $20,000. Refunding Certificates were issued with interest accruing at four percent with no definite redemption date stated, 
providing an inducement to hold the notes and not cash them in. In 1907, the interest was stopped and the value set at $21.30, caus- 
ing them to be redeemed. This piece is right behind the sole PMG 66 quality wise with terrific margins, beautiful colors, and bold 
original embossing that can be easily seen through the PMG EPQ holder. A note that belongs in a high-quality type set.

239 is the rarest by far of the three sig- 
nature combinations of 1923 Silver Certificate Ones. Fr. 237 and 238 combine for a known census total of just over 3500. 
Fr. 239 is represented by fewer than 200 known examples. This one is right up there with the nicest we've seen.

A very handsome Hancock Deuce that is 
not from either of the two runs that supply most of the Uncirculated examples. With the margins and embossing 
that this note exhibits, it appears as though it would have been at home in an even higher grade holder. 

From The Peter Gamble Collection. (6000-up) 
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13973. Fr. 245 $2 1891 Silver Certificate PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ. A spectacular Windom Deuce that is 
additionally enhanced by the low solid Serial Number E22. The note is broadly margined with a 
bright red seal and deep original embossing that can be easily seen through the third party holder, and it exhibits 
tremendous eye appeal. In April 2006, we sold the serial number 38 example, which was also in a PMG 67 EPQ holder, 
for a bit over $20,000. We would expect this note, which is certainly its equal if not a hair superior, to do far better this evening.

We last sold this note in September 2004 (where it realized $12,650), 
and we described it then ...“Only about 130 examples are known for this type for all four varieties combined, and only about 20 of 
them grade EF or better. Fr. 314 is the most common of this elite group, with over 60 examples known. But not even one uncirculated 
note exists, and only four or five notes are as nice as this one. The margins are broad and even, and the ink and paper colors are per- 
fection. There is a single center fold, and there are two much lighter folds, but the note gives the appearance of an uncirculated piece, 
with its razor-sharp printing and perfect, clean surfaces. A very, very pretty example of a rare and desirable type.” It now resides in 
a PMG 40 holder, and, with over three years to appreciate, we would expect it to just about double its previous realization.

This 
note, Serial Number A68, is one of those. Only one other grades as high as this, bearing the Serial Number A61. We sold 
that note, which was also graded PMG 66, in our September 2006 Long Beach sale for $43,125.

We sold this note in January 2004 when 
it resided in a CGA 67 holder. It is now back again having in the interim crossed over to a PMG 67 EPQ 
holder. The note is a beauty with excellent margins on both sides, clearly original embossing, and won- 
derful color of the paper and inks. We also sold this note raw in 2003, and at the time commented that “the original embossing cov- 
ers all the design elements, not simply the serial numbers and seal.” A note for the collector who insists on the very best.

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13989 Fr. 366 $10 1890 Treasury Note PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. Fewer than a hundred examples of this number are 
known, and very few of them could possibly equal this originally embossed, beautifully bright, perfectly printed General 
Sheridan Treasury Ten. The note is Superb in every sense save for the margins, which while more than adequate for Gem 
are just a hair shy of what we like to see for Superb. A piece of the highest quality which has earned the EPQ designation. 

From The Peter Gamble Collection. (12500-up) 
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13990 Fr. 374 $20 1890 Treasury Note PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. Off the market since early 2001 when in the pre-slabbing days, it 
was also called Gem. This note is exceptional, not only for its grade, color, and rarity, but also for its EPQ designation—which is far more 
important on this type than on most others since a very high percentage of these notes lack the originality that the EPQ qualifier guaran- 
tees. This piece is an unusually attractive fancy back Treasury Twenty that falls right in the middle of the run that has brought the ability 
to acquire an Uncirculated example to the last three generations of collectors. Even the Grinnell note was part of this run, which appears 
to be 25 pieces ranging from A1201550 to A1201575, although a number of the in-between numbers have never shown up.

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Fr. 376 $50 1891 Treasury Note PMG Very Fine 25, Net. This is the first Seward Fifty that we have offered since we sold the 

similarly-graded Dauer example in September 2006. These Treasury $50s are classic paper money rarities with a fascinating his- 
tory. As soon as the Sherman Silver Purchase Act, which called for the issuance of Treasury Notes, was passed on July 14, 1890, the 

Treasurer, James N. Huston, organized the effort to design and issue them. Designs for the typical denominations $1 to $1000 were 

prepared; by November 29, the proposed $50 design was completed. Like the famous Watermelon $100 and $1000, the back design 

featured generously proportioned letters in the word FIFTY, intricately engraved, and in the rich green color synonymous with 

the nickname, “Greenback.” The rich and colorful designs were intended for all the denominations of 1890 Treasury Notes, but 

before any $50’s were printed, the 1891 Series, with its new back designs, had already been introduced: to aid in counterfeit detec- 
tion, the new designs featured an open back - two large areas of open design in which the colored fibers in the paper could be 

easily seen. In 1891, the $50 Treasury Note went into production, and 80,000 notes were printed in total. Ultimately only 23,500 

of the notes were issued, and they likely were used primarily for large-dollar bank-to-bank transactions involving the purchase of 
silver. Friedberg indicates that Treasury Records show only 25 notes still outstanding, supporting the theory that they were mostly 
used in bank-to-bank transactions and subsequently redeemed. Today, the census stands in the low 20s with only three unreported 

examples still outstanding, the Fifty Dollar Seward’s status as a classic numismatic rarity is forever protected. Of the current recorded 

examples, six pieces are permanently impounded in institutional collections limiting the number of collectible examples to only 
16. The numismatic community has been lucky to see several examples appear at auction in the last few years...but auction appear- 
ances are often many years apart. PMG has commented “Restoration” on the holder. All we can spot through the holder are a 
few short well-sealed edge splits. This handsome and exceedingly rare Type Note could easily approach the six-figure mark. 

From The Peter Gamble Collection. (75000-up) 
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13992 Fr. 831 $50 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PMG About Uncirculated 53. This is not a really rare note in terms of 
numbers known, with a few over fifty pieces enumerated, but about a dozen are permanently impounded and the remain- 
ing thirty-odd pieces are held closely by collectors. This is a one-number major type. The St. Louis district was the only dis- 
trict for which Fifties were printed, and this Teehee-Burke, Attebery-Wells signature combination was the only one employed. 
The note is broadly margined with excellent color and terrific eye appeal. It certainly has the look of a fully Uncirculated 
note, but there is without doubt a minor fold somewhere as this note has been called AU in all its auction appearanc- 
es dating back to the early 1990s. In its last trip to the auction block, the note realized just a drop over $25,000.

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13993 Fr. 1169 $10 1907 Gold Certificate PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ. A simply spectacular example of 
this slightly scarcer 1907 Ten Dollar Gold. There is a remarkable sharpnessto the print quality along with bold embossing 


that can be easily seen through the third party holder. 
From The Peter Gamble Collection. (6500-up) 
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13994 Fr. 1174 $20 1882 Gold Certificate PMG Very Fine 30. A rare number with only a few more than a dozen pieces reported 
in all grades combined. This PMG 30 piece is solidly in the top three or four best known examples of its number. It is beauti- 
fully bright, very well margined, and totally problem-free. The colors of the inks and paper are amazing for a VF note. The 
small brown scalloped seal is fully bright, and the brilliant gold back color shows not a trace of fading. Rare and very popular.

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13995 Fr. 1175a $20 1882 Gold Certificate PCGS Very Fine 25PPQ. Full margins, sound edges, and good color go hand-in-hand with 
this nice mid-grade note from one of the heralded issues in United States paper money. This is one of approximately 30 serial 
numbers reported in the census, with this much in demand variety having the engraved countersignature of Thomas C. Acton. 
Also, scrutiny reveals a natural note that has not been repaired, and is sure to bring a smile to the face of its next guardian. 

From The Peter Gamble Collection. (15000-up) 
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13996 Fr. 1178 $20 1882 Gold Certificate PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. A fabulous Gold Twenty from this popular series, 
the most common issue of the design and ideal for a high grade type set. In this grade, however, this note is anything but 
common. The colors are unimpeachable, the paper is flawless, and the original embossing is easily evident. The margins are 
incredibly broad and the design is nearly perfectly centered on both sides. It is likely that very few other notes could match 
this example in terms of technical or aesthetic merit, and even the fussiest collector would be pleased with the overall qual- 
ity. Questioning third party grading is at best unwise, but it is difficult to imagine why this note is in a 66 EPQ holder. At that 
grade level, once paper quality, color, and originality have been established, the numbers from 66 and above are about mar- 


gins and centering. This piece certainly appears to us to belong in a 7 (at the least) and quite possibly an 8 holder. 
From The Peter Gamble Collection. (25000-up) 
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13997 Fr. 1180 $20 1905 Gold Certificate PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. Track & Price indicates that this 66 EPQ Fr. 1180 is in 
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rather rarified territory. A single PCGS 67 has sold, along with three PMG 66s, but those are the only ultra high-end Fr. 1180s to 
have reached the market. The PCGS 67 realized $115,000 last June, and the most recent of the PMG 66s was the note we sold here 
last January for $89,125. This note is fully its equal. The note comes from a small hoard of high-grade Twenty Dollar 1905's that 
William Philpot purchased from a friend who had worked at the Treasury Department. There were originally 25 notes in the group 
that were not consecutive, but all came from the pack that began A4043__. This note is numbered A404319 and is from that run, 
but it has never had a previous auction appearance. It is an incredibly beautiful piece with flashy bright color, and original embossing 
that is easily seen through the third party holder. We expect this wonderful type note to take a run at the six-figure mark. 

From The Peter Gamble Collection. (80000-up) 
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13998 Fr. 1192 $50 1882 Gold Certificate PMG Very Fine 25. This brilliantly colored large brown seal $50 Gold Note is 
one of less than a dozen and a half examples of this number. It is rather high up in the census with only three or four cir- 
culated examples above it. No Fr. 1192s grading higher than XF are known. This one is a real beauty with broad margins, 
extremely bright colors, original paper surfaces, and not a hint of a defect. A PMG 45 sold for over $100,000 at last year’s 
Memphis auction. While this note has more circulation, from the sheer point of eye appeal, it is not far behind that piece. 
We would not be at all surprised to see it pass the $74,000 figure that we attained in September 2006 for the Dauer PMG 30.

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13999 Fr. 1194 $50 1882 Gold Certificate PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. This note is an old friend, which we have sold 
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twice before. The last time was in April 2006, when it realized $29,900. Prior to that, it was in our January 8, 1999 sale of the 
Cookson Collection where it was described: “Again, Dr. Cookson has obtained the finest known example of the Friedberg 
number, and in the case of this incredible 1194, no other note is even close. This strictly original beauty has perfect colors, 
large, even margins and incredibly deep, original embossing. It’s a Superb Gem but for a single, extremely light fold far to the 
left. Absent this almost undetectable flaw, the note is Superb in every possible respect. The combination of quality and rar- 
ity of this note makes it an irreplaceable treasure that must be obtained in order to own the definitive Gold Certificate col- 
lection.” PMG agreed with our grade of Choice About New and has added the comments “Exceptional Paper Quality, Great 
Embossing”. To date, and likely forever into the future, this remains the finest known example of its Friedberg number.

It is broadly margined, brilliantly colored, and appears to have earned both its high 
numerical grade and its EPQ designation. Although the census for this number is rather high (approaching 200 pieces), the huge major- 


ity are heavily circulated. This gorgeous 66 EPQ note will certainly realize a runaway price—quite likely one in excess of $40,000.

With the demise of the First National Bank of DeLand in 
July of 1929, the town was left without a nationally char- 
tered bank. That gap was filled in October of 1929 when 
the Barnett NB of Deland received its charter. This insti- 
tution was an offshoot of the Barnett NB of Jacksonville 
and was owned in its entirety by that bank. Unlike many 
other states, Florida law did not allow branch banking 
by nationally chartered institutions, so a new charter 
had to be obtained for the Deland operation, which was 
organized with its own board of directors as though it was 
an independent entity. This proved so cumbersome that 
Barnett elected not to charter any other national banks, 
although it did expand into other cities such as Avon Park 
and Cocoa with state chartered institutions. This example 
is an attractive piece which is certain to please, having 
been graded by PMG as Choice Extremely Fine 45.

Noting that his wife Sarah had enjoyed improved health during his Florida sojourn, William returned to his 
home in Hiawatha, Kansas, where he sold his business interests and, joined by his wife and youngest son Bion, moved to Jacksonville 
permanently in March of 1877. The timing of Barnett’s move was not entirely propitious, with the nation in an economic downturn 
and Jacksonville itself a community lacking most amenities, including paved roads, electricity, city water, and sewers. Indeed, the poor 
Sanitation contributed to periodic outbreaks of yellow fever, one of which erupted soon after the Barnett family reached town. 
Jacksonville did have, however, three banks, probably too many for a community of well under 10,000 people. Undeterred, Barnett 
set up shop in May of 1877, and with a capital of $43,000 and a staff consisting of his 19 year old son Bion and one clerk, opened the 
Bank of Jacksonville. The early years were difficult, with the bank showing just over $11,000 in deposits by the end of 1877, but Barnett 
proved to be an astute banker and his sons, the second of whom joined the bank in 1880, congenial and open to new ideas. The bank’s 
big break came that year, when Henry L'Engle, the tax collector for Duval County, complained to Bion about a $6.25 charge rou- 
tinely assessed by another (and larger) Jacksonville bank to transfer local tax receipts to its New York correspondent bank. Bion quickly 
agreed to waive the charge, and the county’s tax receipts were speedily transferred to the Bank of Jacksonville. Even more fortuitously, 
L'Engle was appointed Florida's state treasurer the next year, and subsequently moved the state’s depository accounts to The Bank of 
Jacksonville as well, a move that began a long history of the Barnett family’s involvement with state politics and government. 

In early 1888 Barnett raised $150,000 in capital and applied for a national banking charter for his new ven- 
ture, renaming the bank The National Bank of Jacksonville. The bank thrived, and, despite periodic 
crises, such as a disastrous freeze in 1895 which destroyed the state’s citrus crop and a massive fire in 1901 which leveled every 
bank building in Jacksonville save for their own, prospered mightily as the city grew. William B. Barnett died in 1903, with 
Bion, who had actively managed the bank for years, promoted to President. When the bank’s charter expired in 1908, the 
bank reorganized and received a new charter, taking the title The Barnett National Bank in honor of its founder. 

This marks the first offering of any note from this bank at public sale. Just two pieces are known from 
this institution, with the other grading only a bare Very Good. It is ensconced in a major Florida 
holding which may never be sold, making this the sole example that might ever be available to the 
collecting public.
